Hon. William McClean, dean of the 


Adams County Bar, and President 
Judge for twenty years of the Ad- 
ams and Fulton County Courts, died 
early Friday morning, April 3<nh. a 
few 
minutes 
after 
one 
o'clock. 


Bronchial pneumonia was the cause 
of his peaceful, painless death after 
an illness of one week. The follow- 
ing appreciation of his life has been 
prepared for the "Compiler": 


With the passing of Judge Mc- 


Clean the last link connecting the 
Bar of this county with" the Past was 
severed. Gone are the sontempora- 
ries of his youth: David McCon- 
aughy and Da\id Wills, A. J. Cover 
and David A. Buehler,_J. C Neely 
and J. A. Kitzmiller. for two de- 
cades he was at the forefront of the 
active practice, then he passed to the 
Bench and for another two decades 
he administered the law in mercy yet 
without fear or favor; then return- 
ing once again to the Bar. for an- 
other two decades he was its Nestor, 
honored and esteemed by every law- 
yer and by t\ try citizen of Adams 


ted them reasonable latitude; he did 
not intrude in their argument sv long 
as the argument was directed to the 
point at issue. 
When he spoke it 


was judicially and 
definitively; 
it 


was the voice of the Court and so 
far as his court was concerned, he 
expected it to end all controversy. 
Ant it did end it, until the Ape-Hate 
Court reversed or affirmed. 
Never 


arbitrary, never unkind, never even 
inconsiderate, always dignified, al- 
ways judicial. He never was known 
to raise his voice—a voice peculiarly 
soft and calm—yet it is inconceu a- 
ble that the entire court-room did 
not hear. 


And with what masterly method 


he. as Judge, arrayed the facts of a 
case, and made plain the law appli- 
cable to those facts; with what thor- 
oughness he was prepared to meet 
every question of argument or of 
trial, and how easily he met them: 
how lucid his rulings, how prompt 
and careful his opinions. He expe- 
dited the business of his Court. He 
maintained its dignity without re- 
course to arbitrariousness or imperi- 
ousness. His was a kindly dignity, 
suggesting the power always j- re- 
serve but never obliged to invoke 
that power. He controlled men easily 
because, above all else, he controll- 
ed himself. 


But after all is said, it is as the 


man—not as the lawyer or as the 
Judge—that Judge McClean will live 
in the memory of this tov. n and this 
county long after those of us who 
are yet in the Sesh have been oblit- 
erated. We knew him for what he 
!was; for his unassailable honor, for 
I his exemplary character, for his un- 
affected naturalness .for his affabil- 
ity, 
for his consideration, for his 


| kindliness, for his chanty, for _ his 
j helpfulness to others, for his unfa.il- 
|ing courtesy, for his ccrsisrency. for 
ihis simple Christian faith. His whole 
! life was an expression of the pre- 
jcept of Plato and cf the other anci- 
jen: philosopher-, and later cr the 
[Great Teacher to "do unto others as 
I he would tha: others should c'o ~~-.o

Prisoners Sentenced. 


On last Saturday President Judge 


S. McC. Swope and Associate Judge 
W. Howard Dicks had before them 
the even dozen prisoners who had 
either plead guilty or had been found 
guilty of the offenses with which 
they were charged. 


The first to be called up for sen- 


tence was M. E. Bergendohl, the 18 
year old magazine solicitor who had 
plead guilty to the three charges pre- 
ferred by Misses Rumniel and Ben- 
ner and W. W .Emmons. The money 
misappropriated amounted to $2.60 
and the defendant had been in jail 
since February 16. The Court was 
of the opinion that the defendant 
had been sufficiently punished by his 
•wait in jail of over two 
months. 


When the Court indicated that they 
proposed to show clemency District 
Attorney Wible produced a detainer 
sent him from Washington, D. C-, 
showing that defendant was wanted 
in that city for the same offense. The

should not be honored and defend-
